Administrators 
weigh road 
patrol appeal 
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Administrators of seven western 
Wayne County townships were to 
meet today with legal counsel to 
discuss a possible appeal to the 
Michigan Supreme Court in their 
efforts to have the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners continue to 
pay for the sheriff’s road patrol. 

The township supervisors and 
Detroit attorney Burt Burgoyne are 
scheduled to discuss the matter at the 
Presidential Inn, 17201 Northline 
Road, Southgate. 

The State Court of Appeals on 
March 26 upheld a ruling by Wayne 
Circuit Judge Thomas J . Foley, which 
dismissed the townships’ lawsuit. 

The 28-member road patrol, which 
operates outof the sheriff’s out-county 
headquarters at the Wayne County 
General Hospital in Westland, is the 
only police protection some of the 
townships have. 

The townships that initiated the 
lawsuit are Canton, Brownstown, 
Northville, Sumpter, Van Buren, 
Huron and Plymouth. Northville, 
Sumpter and Huron currently 
maintain small police departments^ 
The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners, which controls the 
financial operations of the sheriff s 
department, has been atoddswith the 
townships for several years over the 
funding of the road patrol. 

The townships contend that state 
law requires the county sheriff to 
furnish police protection to unin- 
corporated townships. 

The county commissioners, who on 
several occasions threatened to 
eliminate the funding if the townships 
did not contribute, disagree. 

Burgoyne on Monday said that he is 
to meet with the supervisors to map 
further action concerning possible 
appeal. 

Canton Supervisor Robert E. 
Greenstein, who has spearheaded a 
fight for continuance of the sheriff’s 


patrol, commented on the appellate 
court’s decision: 

“My unqualified recommendation 
would be to appeal this decision to the 
Supreme Court. The 200,000 people 
who live in this area have an absolute 
right to full trial on the merits of the 
case. 

“The courts have never allowed us 
to bring into court the evidence we 
have gathered. They give every 
murderer and rapist 15 chances to be 
heard and we haven’t been heard 

once." _ . 

Greenstein was referring to Judge 
Foley’s summary dismissal of the 
lawsuit in Wayne County Circuit 
Court. 

Foley agreed with attorneys for the 
county that Sheriff William Lucas is 
not obliged by law to patrol county 
roads, and the county has no 
obligation to provide special police 
services to unincorporated areas. 

Van Buren Supervisor G. Elton 
Gollwitzer said, “1 think this is worth 
taking to the Supreme Court, not only 
for us but for the rest of the state.” 

Brownstown Supervisor W. Curt 
Boiler said the township will take its 
case to the Supreme Court to keep the 
sheriff road patrol operating in 
Brownstown Township and six other 
unincorporated townships. 

“They (Court of Appeals) decided in 
a summary judgment last week that 
the county is required to provide law 
enforcement protection, but not 
necessarily with a road patrol, 
Boiler said. “Without the road patrol 
the townships will have no protection 
other than from the State Police 
Commissioner John Barr, newly

in investigating the case at first 
because the station owner was on a 
trip.

Mayor James C. Stewart said he 
will not recommend that the city pay 
Jerrold Fadem, a California-based 
attorney, for work he billed the city 
and school district for on the U.S. 
District Court suit against the Wayne 
County Road Commission to stop 
expansion of an airport runway. 

“The city authorized paying only 
$7,500 of a $15,000 retainer fee for 
Fadem to process the suit,” Stewart 
said. “Now we receive a bill stating 
we owe $27,400 beyond that. 

“I wish I were an attorney who 
could run up bills like that. 

“He keeps adding to the co6ts, and I 
don’t think that’s part of the 
agreement,” Stewart said. 

Fadem’s bill is for case costs and 
professional services from 1973 to 1975 
involving court suits and a trial over 
construction of a $33 million runway. 

Though work on the runway was 
stalled, following a lengthy trial 
before U.S. District Judge Cornelia J. 
Kennedy, the judge later ruled that 
the road commission and the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) could 
continue work after complying with 
federal environmental impact laws 
regarding the work ’’ 

The Romulus City Council and the 
Romulus Board of Education have 
appealed the ruling to the Sixth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in Cincinnati 
“I don’t understand the bill, par- 
ticularly the part about the appeals 
because the city attorney has done 
most of the work,” Stewart said “I 
think it’s a big waste of the taxpayers’ 
money to pursue this thing, and I don’t 
intend to throw money away like this 
attorney would like.” 

Stewart opposed the appeal of the 
runway ruling in late December when 
Fadem, at the request of the council 
and residents, came to Romulus to 
detail the chances of overturning the

instead of a fund needed to keep the 
city solvent. 

Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) has been lobbying in 
Congress for the past several years 
for a revenue sharing formula which 
considers "total tax effort” in a 
community when computing returns 
instead of the present formula which 
considers only partial tax levies. 

The revenue sharing funds are 
distributed on a 2-part formula which 
considers a community’s tax effort 
and then translates that effort into a 
set amount per person in the com- 
munity for return to the community. 

Communities which were in- 
corporated with low tax ceiling, and 
which have to levy several different 
special assessments to pay for im- 
provements are penalized under the 
formula because special levies which 
are not part of the general fund 
operating taxes are not computed in 
the ‘‘tax effort” formula used to 
determine the amount per capita a 
community receives. 

Romulus’ most recent return from 
the federal government added up to 
$18 per capita — or approximately 
$430,000 last year. 

No funds have been sent to the city 
for the 1976 fiscal year.

City benefits 
from factory 
and tax break 


Romulus Mayor James C. Stewart 
believes Romulus will reap a $100,000 
yearly harvest, when the first phase of 
the General Motors Corp. Detroit 
Diesel Allison Division manufacturing 
plant is completed. 

Stewart said the nearly 500,000 
manufacturing area will bring in 
nearly $42,500 in taxes on the city’s 5- 
mill levy this year, and predicted the 
‘‘take” would be doubled when the 
initial phase is completed. 

‘‘This is just the beginning for 
Romulus,” said Stewart on the eve of 
the operation’s start-up. “I see a time 
when the city government will not 
have to worry about how the money is 
spent, and when the school district 
will not need state aid because of the 
increased state equalized value of 
property behind each child in the 
district.” 

The initial phase of the manufac- 
turing plant includes the 500,000 
square-foot manufacturing area and 
nearly 180,000 square feet of area for 
storage. 

The entire building will cover 15.6 
acres and will require nearly $3.5 
million in equipment purchases to 
combat air pollution. 

‘‘The equipment being put in by the 
General Motors Corp. far exceeds 


anything required by the state,” 
Stewart added. 

He said the GM development was a 
tribute to the new Michigan state law 
which allows communities to give a 
tax break to firms desiring to locate in 
those communities for up to 10 years. 

The GM development was absolved 
from paying half the taxes on new 
buildings and manufacturing 
equipment utilized as part of the new 
complex. 

In time, according to the mayor, the 
GM complex will employ 1,300 people 
and will nearly double the com- 
munity’s total value. 

The Romulus City Council adopted a 
resolution in 1974 to grant the giant 
manufacturing firm a break, if it 
located in Romulus. 

“It proves that by giving a tax 
break over a specified period of time, 
we’ll be getting more money into this 
community in form of taxes than if the 
complex hadn’t been built,” Stewart 
said. 

With the new construction, Stewart 
sees good things on the horizon for 
Romulus. 

“We’ll be a community which will 
be in a position to have anything we 
want,” the mayor added. 


Romulus Mayor James C. Stewart 
was among the 300 top administrative 
elected officials from the cities of the 
nation who petitioned President 
Gerald R. Ford for continuation of the 
federal revenue sharing concept. 

Stewart carried the message along 
with his peers at the annual National 
League of Cities MS. Conference for 
Mayors and City Managers in 
Washington, D.C. 

Stewart indicated he favored 
adoption of a $39.95 billion revenue 
sharing package proposed by 
President Ford to run until 1982. 

“Re-enact the bill without any 
changes was the message left in 
Washington,” said Stewart upon his 
return. ‘‘With 2,500 city officials in 
Washington from every region in the 
country, I believe we influenced 
Congress to move forward on this 
measure.” 

Stewart feared that Mr. Ford’s 
njessage during a keynote address 
March 14 was true. The President had 
said Congress “fails to understand the 
importance of this program to the 
people of the cities, counties and 
states of our nation.”

Airplanes to do death-defying feats 


Pilots in Van Buren Township 
will be doing death-defying stunts 
with their aircraft starting at 1 
p.m. Saturday, weather per- 
mitting. 

However, although the stunts 
the pilots plan to perform will 
take their aircraft within inches 
of the ground, and twist the 
planes at angles which would 
cause even the best of pilots to 
black out, no one will be hurt, 
because the craft used for the 
flights are all unmanned 

The Michigan Radio Control 
Association will be holding a type 
of “coming out” party at the Van 
Buren Township Hall to 
demonstrate one of the oldest

forms of model airplane flying 
which is experiencing a 
resurgence. 

According to William Haley, 
president of the association, the 
group intends to provide both 
ground and air dsplays of be- 
tween 50 and 100 aircraft built by 
the association's 40 members 

The display of aircraft is 


scheduled to open at noon 
Saturday. 

The airplane birf f said crafts on 
display will range in cost from 
less than $50 to as much as $250 
for a well-finished model 
However, according to Haley, 
it isn’t the aircraft, but the two- 
to-five channel radio controls 
which are the key to model flight 
“A five-channel transmitter for 


an aircraft could cost as much as 
$300,” Haley said. ‘‘Depending on 
the type of craft, and its 
sophistication in Right, more 
channels a re necessary to control 
it” 

Haley said the most basic 
aircraft use only two flight 
controls, rudder and speed, to 
maneuver, while the most 
sophisticated aircraft use not 


only speed, but climbing and 
banking controls to simulate 
(light 

“The advantage of radio 
control is that the maneuvers 
performed by the aircraft are 
more exciting than manned 
craft.* Haley said They are not 
hindered by a pilot s physical 
capacity to bear the stress of 
flight You’ll find craft which can 


perform the mast dangerous 
spirals and dive within inches of 
the ground without any difficulty. 

“Normal aircraft would be able 
to perform the same maneuvers, 
but the pilots of those craft would 
pass out from the stress ” 

The oldest pilot in terms of 
flying is the club vice-president, 
Bob McGloehlin, of Van Buren, 
who has been (tying the radio 
controlled craft since the 1930 b

VA death benefits 
available for vets 

Death never is a pleasant subject, but former servicemen and veterans 
should keep in mind several death benefits available through the Veterans 
Administration (VA). 

VA currently will pay up to $250 toward the burial expense of an eligible 
veteran, with an additional $150 available as a plot or interment allowance, 
when burial is not in a national cemetery or other facility under federal 
government jurisdiction. 

According to VA spokesmen, the allowances are paid to funeral directors and 
cemetery owners, if burial costs are unpaid. However, if the bills have been 
paid, the proper claimant is the person who bore the expense of the funeral and 
burial. 

In service-connected deaths, payment not to exceed $800 will be made in lieu 
of the usual burial and interment allowances. 

All eligible veterans can be buried at any one of the national cemeteries, with 
the exception of Arlington. The veteran’s spouse, minor children and, under 
certain conditions, unmarried adult children, also are eligible for burial in 
those facilities. 

Since 1967, burial at Arlington National Cemetery has been limited to persons 
dying while on active duty, Medal of Honor winners, former service personnel 
on official service retirement lists, certain high government officials and 
certain members of the immediate families of those listed or already buried 
there. 

The VA also will provide, upon request, an American flag to drape the casket 
of the veteran, as well as headstones, or grave markers, for eligible veterans 
and memorial marker? for certain members of the armed forces who die on 
active duty and whose remains are not recovered. 

Eligible veterans, according to VA spokesmen, are those discharged under 
conditions other than dishonorable and who served in the Spanish-American 
War, Mexican Border Period, World War I, World War II, the Korean Conflict, 
the Vietnam Era, or who are peacetime veterans entitled to service-connected 
compensation at the time of death or discharge, or who are retired for disability 
incurred in the line of duty. 4

Let's stop stealing 
from our children 



'Utmost strategic importance' 


S. Africa must be accepted 


'Blacks in South Africa enjoy more 
freedom than in any other 
African nation.' 


How much longer can we 
keep on stealing from our 
children? 

How much longer are we 
going to let the politicians 
and the bureaucrats delude 
us for their own personal 
gain and ego gratification at 
the expense of our children — 
the taxpayers of 1990 and 
thereafter? 

Think about what's hap- 
pening. A majority of our 
peerless political leaders— 
be they local, state or 
national — cry for more and 
more public spending. It may 
be for schools, mass transit, 
mental health, law en- 
forcement or revenue 
sharing (to ease the local tax 
collector's pain). Whatever, 
it is the same people who put 
up the money. 

The taxpayer. And he's the 
same guy whether it is local, 
state or national taxes. 

A couple of generations 
ago the politicians and 
bureaucrats came up with a 
gimmick. Instead of taxing 
to get the money to spend, 
they figured, borrow it. 

Borrow they did — to the 
point where the national debt 
now stands at more than a 
half trillion dollars. 

"Don't worry, the 
politicians and economists 
said. "We owe it to ourselves 
so we don't really have to pay 
it back. It won't cost us 
anything." 

That was 40 years ago, 
almost three generations. 
We've heard it frequently 
ever since. Our fathers and 
mothers and business 
predecessors didn't have to 
pay it back. 

But look what's happened. 

On June 30, 1936— when 

Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
running for a second term — 
the national debt stood at 
$33.8 billion. Money they 
wouldn't have to pay back 
because they owed it to 
themselves. 

On June 30, 1976 — this 

coming June and in the 
middle of another 
presidential campaign— we 
taxpayers will have paid 
$34.2 billion in interest alone 
on the national debt. 

Our parents didn't have to 
pay it back. Neither do we. 
But we are paying right now 
$400 million a year more in 
interest alone than the total 
debt they had run up through 
1936. And we're not paying 
back a cent on the principal, 
either. That's just the in- 
rerest. 

What's it going to be by 
2016? Will our children and 
their children be paying a 
half trillion dollars a year 
just in interest on the money 
we borrowed to slake our 
desires, to meet the promises 
our politicians are holding 
out to us to keep themselves 
in office? 

Could be. 

This "let tomorrow take 
care of itself" attitude is 
becoming more rampant 
among our bureaucracy. 


Michigan's Public Service 
Commission(PSC), provides 
the most recent glaring 
example. 

In February the PSC 
denied Consumers Power Co. 
a requested gas rate in- 
crease. 

Last week they cut by two 
thirds a Detroit Edison rate 
increase request. 

In both instances the PSC 
virtually ignored the 
utilities' warnings that they 
had to have more money now 
to start work on or complete 
the facilities we and our 
children will need in 1980, 
1985 and 1990 to meet the 
power demands of that era. 

With a growing population 
Michigan is going to need 
more jobs. To get more jobs 
it needs more industry. AAore 
industry requires more 
power. If the power isn't 
there industry will go where 
it is. It's as simple as that. 

No company or govern- 
ment can spend all of its 
income on expansion, new 
facilities, automation. 
Utilities are no different. 

In 1975, for instance, 40 
cents out of every dollar 
Detroit Edison took in was 
spent on fuel to run its 
generators. Local, state and 
federal taxes, wages and 
salaries, cable, poles, in- 
surance, trucks and, yes, 
profits have had to come out 
of the remaining 60 cents. 
Consumers Power has the 
same problem. 

There isn't enough left in 
the profit kitty to finance, 
even through borrowing, the 
new generating plants our 
children are going to need for 
all of their heat and light and 
to run the factories in which 
they hopefully will have a 
job. 

Michigan's Public Service 
Commission is mired in the 
future-be damned attitude of 
our fathers. By its actions— 
not its words— the three-man 
panel sees only the effect on 
today's customers, totally 
ignoring the fact that if 
today's customers pay only a 
little more their children will 
have to pay a lot less. 

But then, today's voluble 
professional consumer ad- 
vocates are here and now 
and the PSC can't stand their 
criticism. Today's children 
and their children, who will 
pay an even heavier tab — 
unless the PSC completely 
takes over the utilities by 
then — don't make any noise 
about the shortsightedness 
and the injustice. 

Come to think of it it might 
be poetic justice— not a good 
idea but poetic justice — to 
make the PSC take over the 
utilities" and see what kind of 
a job it would do. 

Until then we'd still like to 
hear an answer to our 
question: 

When do we stop stealing 
from our children for our 
own personal gain and ego 
gratification? 

PANAX EDITORIAL 


To the editor: For many years the 
United States has had no con- 
structive policy in Southern Africa. 
Our leaders have ignored it and even 
castigated certain countries because 
their racial policies differ from our 
own. And yet Southern Africa is one 
of the most strategic areas for the 
West in the entire world. 

Some of the free world’s most 
valuable natural resources come 
from Angola, Zambia. South Africa,

This story has happy ending 
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Book about Nixon 
smacks of 'toilet 
bowl journalism'

WASHINGTON — Some months 
back, there appeared on the shelves 
of city book stores a shocking 
volume by Barney Collier. It was 
about journalists by a journalist. 
Purportedly based upon interviews 
with the lions of the press, the book 
recounted the filthy stories and foul 
language of the famous, it probed 
into relationships with colleagues, 
friends, wives, mistresses, children. 

The book was disparaged in the 
phrase of the moment as “toilet bowl 
journalism,” its author dismissed as 
a renegade lout. 

Well, will someone explain the 
ethical difference between what 
Collier did and the techniques 
employed by Woodward and Bern- 
stein in their latest Watergate 
thriller: The Final Days? 

Does this city applaud the ap- 
parently successful effort of our 
intrepid twosome to crack the 
doctor-patient relationship of Pat 
Nixon? Is “investigative reporting” 
reaching its finest hour when its two 
most celebrated stars get some 
backstairs maid or butler to blab- 
ber, for publication, on whether or 
not, in his final hours in office, the 
President or his wife took an extra 
drink? Does the “people’s right to 
know” extend to the President’s 
personal relationship with his wife? 

What is the difference between 
ferreting out — fcr publication — 
such “facts” and rummaging for 
your news lead through the garbage 
cans outside the home of Henry 
Kissinger? 

Is there no standard of journalism 
that cannot be set aside, no line that 
cannot be crossed, as long as the 
victim is Richard Milhous Nixon. 
The question the old lawyer put to 
Senator Joseph McCarthy would be 
betterput now: “At long last ... have 
you no sense of decency?” 

When John F. Kennedy and his 
brother were crossing and re- 
crossing the limits of the law, and 
engaging in their own indiscretions, 
the “vow of silence” on the part of 
the national press obtained, “The 
Final Days,” however, has put us 
squarely into a new era. 

In the time of Walter Lippman and 
David Lawrence, the journalist or 
historian who sought to publish and 


profit from the vulgarities, 
profanities, private epithets, 
emotional trauma or family 
relationships of a public figure 
would have been dismissed as a low- 
life or a scoundrel. Today, he is a 
hero of the New Journalism. 

Today, it is precisely what the old 
journalists would discard that 
Woodward and Bernstein have 
lovingly scooped off the pavement, 
categorized, pressed between their 
pages and preserved for posterity. 

Were all the angry cracks, pithy 
comments, and gossip fundamental 
to a definitive history, or un- 
derstanding, of the dying days of the 
Nixon years? They were not. They 
were invaluable only if you have in 
mind squeezing the last dollar out of 
the rotting Watergate melon, en- 
casing the memory of Richard 
Nixon in raw sewage, and titillating 
and amusing this cynical and jaded 
city which would relish nothing 
than every lurid detail of how its 
hated antagonist actually cried and 
— would you believe — fell on his 
knees and prayed in the closing 
hours of his destroyed Presidency. 

Richard Nixon and Watergate 
simply won’t go away,” dolefully 
lamented the Post reporter assigned 
the promotional piece. You could 
almost hear the crocodile tears 
plopping on the page as he con- 
cluded, “the memory of his actions 
... still haunts our lives and invades 
our dreams.” 

But if Watergate won’t go away, it 
is because this sick city won’t let go. 
It was not Nixon who collaborated 
with Hollywood to recreate 
Watergate for the screen, and 
glorify the Post as bulwark of the 
Republic. It was not Nixon who 
timed, for maximum publicity and 
profit, release of the old paperback, 
the new hard cover and movie, who 
persuaded the Washington Post’s 
compliant subsidiary, Newsweek to 
“break with tradition,” and run 
30,000 words of the Woodstein en- 
deavor. 

The Bible told that the dog would 
return to its vomit. And if this city is 
wallowing in Watergate again, it is 
because only in that particular sty 
can a particular elite relive its 
fondest memories, and find again, 
contentment, happiness and 
prosperity. 


Key legislators 
close minds over 


2 serious

LANSING — Two serious pieces of 
legislation that would make life 
better in the Detroit area may not 
get a full airing this year because of 
a knee-jerk, emotional reaction 
from certain key lawmakers. 

They have taken the attitude: 
“Don’t confuse me with the facts. 
I'm against it, even if it would be 
good for my constituents.” 

The issues are tax base sharing 
and regional government. The 
lawmakers are, mainly, from 
southeastern Michigan, and the 
leader of the pack is State Sen. John 
T. Bowman (D-Roseville). 

Bowman, a candidate for U.S. 
Congress, refuses to discuss either 
piece of legislation in a serious 
manner, so all the pros and cons can 
be laid in the open. 

About tax-base sharing, Bowman 
said, “even if it helps Macomb 
County, Tmagainstit.” He admitted 
that he wasn’t familiar with the 
concept proposed by Gov. Milliken 
where local units of government in 
southeastern Michigan share in each 
other’s commercial and industrial 
development 

The goal of the Milliken plan is to 
start an insurance policy, of sorts, 
for growing communities in the 
Detroit area Every community 
would be assured that when it 
reaches the limits of its growth that 
it will be able to pay its own bills. 

Such a plan has been implemented 
successfully in the Minneapolis - $t. 
Paul area 

In February, a month after 
Milliken made the proposal, in his 
State of the State address, Bowman 
summarily dismissed the concept as 
being not acceptable. 

Hesaid, “If we want to retain local 
government, we should be aware of 
the ramifications of this bill It’s 
nothing but regional taxation and 
I’m against it.” 

That was it, as far as Bowman was 
concerned. He didn t see any need 


issues 

for the legislature to debate or study 
the issue which has been described 
by its proponents as one sure way to 
save local government. 

About regional government, he’s 
more adamant. Bowman can react 
on the flick -of -a-finger, or mention of 
the word to the regional government 
bill that was introduced by State 
Rep. William Ryan (D-Detroit). 

Bowman, when talking about 
regional government, conveys the 
impression that all local govern- 
ments in the Detroit area would be 
swallowed up the moment the bill is 
passed, with the local police 
departments from Trenton to New 
Baltimore being replaced by a neo- 
Nazi regional police. 

He paints a picture of the city of 
Detroit taking control of the region, 
with the Detroit mayor and his 
cronies pulling strings from their 
downtown offices. 

Regional government proponents 
in the legislature, however, give a 
completely different picture. They 
point to a host of regional authorities 
that have control over certain 
governmental services and say that 
there is, already, regional govern- 
ment with regional taxes. They say 

lets make it more efficient. 

Other metropolitan areas have 
implemented regional government, 
in some form, and have retained 
strong local units of government 
These are generally the areas which 
are experiencing the most economic 
growth. 

The Macomb County senator may 
be right or he may be wrong, but he 
and others are determined not to let 
the issue be placed before the 
public so the answers can be found 

There’s a fear that if there’s a full 
disccusion of the issue, something 
good could be discovered about the 
issues which he has labeled as 
subversive for so long 

Meanwhile, the people in Macomb 
County and other areas around 
Detroit are barely coping. 


Congressmen net top grade 
on small business issue vote 


Michigan members of the U.S. 
Congress during the first session of 
the 94th Congress have come up with a 
good record on small business issues, 
an analysis of their voting record 
showed. 

In a report issued this week by the 
National Federation of Independent 
Business (NFIB) it showed the voting 
records of members of Congress, with 
78 of the 100 U.S. senators and 255 of 
the 435 House members voting 62 
percent or more in line with small 
business positions on 15 key issues. 

The positions were set last year in 
nationwide balloting by the 438,000 
members of the NFIB 

The report of “How Congress 
Voted” includes congressional votes 
on the Agency for Consumer 
Protection, small business tax 
reform, energy taxation, the common 
site picketing bill, anti trust en- 


forcement, congressional revision of 
federal regulations and continuation 
of the Federal Highway Trust Fund 
In Michigan Sen. Philip A. Hart 
voted six times in favor of small 
business issues 

Of the favorable votes cast by Sen. 
Hart, all were in favor of the 
federation’s position He voted “no” 
on two of the 15 issues, which also 
favored the federation’s position. He 
did not vote on three issues. 

Sen. Robert P Griffin had six pro- 
small business votes and voted “no” 
on five other small business issues. 
Both his yes and no votes were in 
favor of the federation s position. Sen 
Griffin voted against two of the 15 
issues. He did not vote on a third issue 
U.S. Congressman William D. Ford 
(D-15th District) had seven pro-small 
business votes, which were in con-

When friends and neighbors en- 
countered Marge Spino of Belleville 
(a busdriverfor the Van Buren School 
System), they often greeted her with, 
“Gee, it must be nice to be rich!” 

And initially, Marge was at a loss to 
know what they were implying. But it 
wasn’t long before she realized that 
passers-by had the idea that she and 
her husband, Hay. were building their 
own “private” plane on their lawn on 
Haggerty Road 

That particular private plane just 
happened to be under construction for 
a much larger firm than the Spino 
Corporation. In fact, it became the 
property of American Airlines when it 
was transported March 28 to a special 
hangar at Metro Airport courtesy of a 
flatbed trailer supplied by Larry 
Boelter of Boelter’s Welding in 
Belleville. 

The plane, which was housed on 
property belonging to the Spino’s and 
their neighbors, the Larry Crowleys 
(who reside around the comer on 
Savage Road) is an exact replica of 
American’s Ford tri-motor. The 
plane, built in Dearborn, was 
operated in the early 1930’s by 
American Airways, the immediate 
predecessor of American Airlines. 

The freshly-built model, geared to a 
scale of 3 to 1, will be the American 
Airlines employees’ entry into the 
“World’s Largest Parade” scheduled 
for May 2 in Detroit.

Tips for the homemaker... 


You’re all set to use that maple 
syrup for your Sunday, morning 
pancakes and you find it with mold on 
top or with a cloudy appearance. What 
do you do? 

You’re marketing and decide you’d 
like a couple avocados. BUT, how do 
you know for sure if the one you pick is 
ripe? 

TheU.S. Department of Agriculture 
Consumer and Marketing Service has 
come up with answers to many a 
problem including the aforemen- 
tioned. 


Getting back to the syrup, they 
advise that one gallon of maple syrup 

must weigh at least 11 pounds. If the 
syrup is not this concentrated, it is apt 

to sour. If it is boiled down beyond this 
point, the syrup may form sugar 
crystals. If this should happen, just 
place the container of syrup in warm 
water and the crystals will dissolve. 


The syrup should also be kept in 
sealed containers at room tem- 
perature. But once opened, store in 
the refrigerator. 

If syrup is purchased in gallon 
containers, remove it from the can, 
heat to boiling, and then seal it in 
smaller sterilized glass jars. If the 


syrup should mold, skim it off, heat to 
boiling and skim again. The cloudy 
appearance will settle out and the 
syrup will not be affected. There is no 
need to throw it out for either 
cloudiness or moldiness. 


How do you tell if an avocado is 
ripe? 

Pinching has been the answer for 
centuries but now there’s a better way 
to test their readiness. To take the 
guesswork out of choosing ripe 
avocados, and reduce the costly waste 
of pinching, California marketing 
specialists developed a sticker that 
changes color to indicate ripeness. 
The royal purple sticker is attached to 
an avocado after it is picked. As each 
avocado ripens, gases go into the 
attached sticker and turn from purple 
to bright yellow signaling “ripe.” 

Market tests conducted last sum- 
mer show this system of judging 
ripeness is now 85 per cent effective. 
Work on the Droiect is continuing to 
improve the accuracy of the indicator 
to at least 95 percent before putting it 
into general use. 

The sticker will enable consumers 
to pick ripe avocados without han- 
dling and bruising those that are not 
ripe Also, the bright yellow marker

will indicate the ripeness of the fruit 
so that it is not overlooked and left to 
spoil. 

This new method of judging 
ripeness of avocados is the result of a 
study made by the California 
Department of Agriculture. The study 
was part of a market development 
program conducted under the Mat- 
ching Fund Program of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s Con- 
sumer and Marketing Service.

Completing the project in a mere 
two weeks (despite weather con- 
ditions) the men constructed the plane 
(including the motors) entirely of pine 
and then covered it with an outer shell 
of sheet metal. And, just to keep the 
record straight, the wings (which 
were detachable) made it possible for 
the “model plane” builders to move 
their “baby” into the Spino’s garage 
when the elements became too un- 
cooperative. 

The original tri-plane was built be- 
tween 1928 and 1935 and its duplicate 


completed between March 12 and 
March 28, 1976 

Project coordinators were Morris, 
facilities maintenance supervisor, 
and Ben Stefaniak, aircraft main- 
tenance supervisor and Bicentennial 
committee member Special detail 
work and construction were by Spino 
and Crowley, both facilities main- 
tenance mechanics, with Morris as 
their third man. 

The enthusiasm and interest in the 
employee project was assisted by an 
American Airlines retiree, L. 
“Frenchie” Le Cour, who was with 
the airlines for 15 years. 

When people exclaim at or 
disbelieve that the plane’s con- 
struction took but a mere two weeks, 
the men come back with, “We’re 
American Airlines — doing what we 
do best!” (Does that have a familiar 
ring?)

volunteers. He stressed the fact that 
the state is not fulfilling its obligation 
in seeing to it that these instructions 
and classes are held. And, despite the 
fact that volunteer departments 
protect state buildings and lands, the 
state does not contribute one cent 
toward the payment or education of 
the volunteer fire fighter. 

In order to further their knowledge 
of the latest in fire fighting 
techniques, local fire units instigated 
a program last fall which was held for 
22 weeks on a strictly voluntary basis- 
— the men received no pay for their 
weekly 3-hour session? 

Interested fFarties from the 
Belleville and Sumpter Fire Depart- 
ments and both the Van Buren 
Township Departments took part in 
the classes conducted by Lt. Robert 
Matthies, a certified class A instructor 
for the Michigan State Fire Fighters 
Training Council. He himself, is a 
member of the Ypsilanti Fire 
Department and is the city’s fire 
inspector as well. 

Matthies led an 18-hour class in 
Belleville some two years back for 
which the city picked up the tab. The 
group decided later toapply for the 66- 
hour course which is funded by the 
state. They invited their neighboring 
fire departments to join in, making it

Should children attend funerals? 

As members of a home in mourning, children must be 
allowed to express their own grief just as fully as adult 
members We violate their rights if we forbid them this 
natural, emotional outlet. Mourning is a part of 
growing up, of maturing To deny the child this 
emotional experience is to stifle his natural develop- 
ment 

Generally, a child can deal with a loss far better than 
one might expect After giving full vent to his feelings, 
a child can become a bit more mature. He has seen, 
grieved, and recovered. A child's emotional resiliency 
is remarkable With adequate preparation, a child may 
be permitted to attend the funeral, and be all the better 
for it The child, as a family member, shares the grief, 
feels the loss He or she gives support and receives It in 
return from his family at the time of mourning. 

Sense of belonging 

The child sees and feels with all those who are around 
him He has a sense of belonging which only the com 
mon bond ot grieving together can provide But the 
child must be told what to expect at the funeral The 
child who understands what he is soon to experience is 
that much more likely to be at ease, or, at least, 
somewhat less disturbed. 

Under no circumstances should a child be forced to 
attend the funeral . in fact, if you can anticipate that the 
child might be given to hysterical outbursts, it might be 
good ludgement to keep the over sensitive child at 
home After the funeral, the child might be asked to ioin 
with the family and share their grief, thus enabling him 
to express his own feelings. ^

WCRC curtails programs; 
Less revenues cause cuts 


The Wayne County Road Com- 
mission isn’t the only county road 
agency which has been forced to 
curtail road improvement programs 
during at least the past two years. 

County road agencies throughout 
the state are cutting back severely on 
road maintenance and construction, 
according to a new Michigan County 
Road Association survey. 

Earl Rogers, engineer-director for 
the state-wide association, said 70 
percent of county road commissions 
responding to the recent survey have 
reduced winter snow and ice removal 
operations to avoid overtime expense. 

During the recent 6-week period of 
almost daily snowfall, Wayne County 
Road Commission salt reserves fell to 
such a low that county crews were 
held back from spreading salt during

light snowfalls at low priority times in 
an effort tosave the reserves for more 
critical times. 

In addition, during the past two 
years, the Wayne County agency has 
had to curtail its planned highway 
improvement program to save 
money. 

Rogers said shrinking gas and 
weight tax revenues from state and 
federal gas taxes are shrinking at the 
same time costs for materials and 
equipment are soaring. 

The average increase in costs, 
according to Rogers, has gone up at a 
10 percent per year rate since 1973. 

And while direct county work is 


slowing throughout the state, work at 
the local level is suffering because 
local communities are not receiving 
matching county funds for road im- 
provements. 

“County road commissions have 
been caught between shrinking 
budget funds and inflated costs of 
operation,” Rogers said. “Many 
county agencies are cutting down on 
the amount of money spent for 
equipment to pay for materials.” 

However, according to Rogers, the 
trend is dangerous because agencies 
which cut back on equipment ex- 
penses a re risking greater breakdown 
costs and less efficient operations.

Four survive train collision 
Freight clips auto's fender 


Four men narrowly escaped death 
recently when a van in which they 
were riding was struck by a 28-car 
freight train near New Boston. 

William Arthur Lunsford, 22, the 
driver of the van, and Leigh Lathrop, 
20, Thomas McGowan, 29, and Ken- 
neth Decker, 25, were injured and 
transported to the hospital after a 
northbound C and 0 freight traveling 
at 30 miles per hour struck their van 
on the right front fender as it was 
leaving a driveway near a railroad 
crossing at Judd Road. 

According to Ptrl. Joseph Carney, 
the Huron Township officer who 
answered the call, the four were 
leaving a construction company at 
10:40 a m. March 27, after learning 
theirwork day had been cancelled due 
to poor weather. 

The officer said the four apparently 
did not see the freight train on the 
tracks in the rain and were struck 
near 21110 Rust Road, just north of 
New Boston. 

The Huron Rescue Squad trans- 
ported two of the victims to Seaway 
Hospital in Trenton and a private 
ambulance company transported the 
other two to the hospital. 

One of the victims was thrown from 
the van. 


Both Lunsford and Lathrop were 
treated and released from the 
hospital. 

The other two victims were listed in 
satisfactory condition after treat- 
ment. 

According to the patrolmen at the 
scene, the van in which the four were 
riding was thrown approximately 30

Westland and Romulus have been 
placed into national contention as the 
possible sites of a federal solar energy 
research center 

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners at a recent meeting 
unanimously voted to make available 
as possible locations three tracts of 
county-owned land, located in the 
cities of Westland and Romulus as 
well as Northville Township. 

Twenty seven other states are vying 
for the Solar Energy Research In- 
stitute (SERI). The $20 million dollar 
center has a projected annual budget 
of $50 million and would employ 1,500 
persons. 

Commissioners John Barr, of 
Dearborn Heights, who is vice- 
chairman of the board of com- 
missioners said, “I am enthusiastic- 
about the prospect of having a project 
like this located in our community. 
Not only will it employ 1,500, but it will 
have a ripple effect on other 
businesses in Wayne County.” 

Commissioner Thomas Presnell, of 
Westland, who also favors the project, 
pointed out that Wayne County area is 
strong in labor support, available 
industry, top-rated academic in- 
stitutions and good transportation. 

Commissioner Mary Dumas, who 
represents the Livonia-Northville 
area, concurred, “Our prospects are 
quite good if we can all work together 
and effect enough influence at the 
Washington level to support our 
case,” she said. 

Plans are being formulated for an 
all-out campaign to bring the center to 
Michigan The Michigan Energy and 
Research Association and the board of 
commissioners are working together 
to make a presentation highlighting 
the advantages here. 

It is expected that the Federal 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration will narrow down its 
selection list to five or six prospects 
this summer and make its selection by 
fall. 


"I have studied the criteria for the 
Solar Research Institute and found 
that it would be an asset to any 
community,” Commissioner Royce E. 
Smith, of Belleville, said. 

‘‘It will be a beautifully landscaped, 
architecturally attractive scientific 
laboratory,” he added. ‘There will be 
no pollution of any kind and the 
projected salary structure of its 
employees assures me that Western 
Wayne County would benefit greatly 
from having SERI located there.” 

The sites under consideration for 
the construction of SERI are: A 500- 
acre tract, located across from the 
Child Development Center, in North-

“We all know that the United States 
has not been self-sufficient in sup- 
plying its own gas and oil,” Com- 
missioner Edgar Harris, of Taylor, 
said.

It is imperative that we explore 
alternative sources of energy. I 
support research in solar energy 
which is ecologically more desirable 
to nuclear energy,” he stressed. 

It was stated that many states vying 
for the SERI have emphasized their 
abundance of sunshine. However, the 
National Academy of Sciences has 
advised that climatic and en- 
vironmental conditions should be 
disregarded since much of the work 
will be done bv simulation or 
modeling, and by temporary satellite 
laboratories when required.

To qualify for the credit, individuals 
must have less than $8,000 in total 
income, including income from 
wages, salaries, tips or other em- 
ployee compensation and self- 
employment income Additionally, 
the workers must have maintained a 
home in the United States for the 
entire year for themselves and at 
least one dependent child who was 
under 19 years of age, or a fulltime 
student.

$8,000 also are entitled to the credit, 
based on earned income, but the 
amount decreases $1 for every $10 of 
income over $4,000. 

Taxpayers who filed a return last 
year will find additional information 
and instructions for claiming the 
credit in their tax packages. Persons 
who did not file last year can get the 
necessary forms and instructions, as 
well as the free Publication 5% — 
“Tax Benefit for Low-Income In- 
dividuals” — from IRS offices, or the 
nearest CUFA office.

AMENDMENT TO WATER AND SEWER ORDINANCE 

ORDINANCE NO. 3-23-76 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE TITLE AND SECTIONS 5. 7, 9, 11. and 
12 OF THE WATER AND SEWER ORDINANCE, BEING ORDINANCE NO. 
WS 10-12-65, AS AMENDED 
THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 

Section 1 The Title of the Water and Sewer Ordinance, Ordinance No WS 10- 
12-65, as amended, is hereby amended to read as follows 
AN ORDINANCE COMBINING ALL PUBLICLY OWNED AND 
OPERATED WATER SUPPLY AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL FACILITIES IN 
THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN INTO A SINGLY SYSTEM 
PROVIDING FOR THE FIXING AND COLLECTION OF RATES AND 
CHARGES TO USERS AND BENEFICIARIES OF SAID SYSTEM; 
PROVIDING FOR THE ALLOCATION AND USE OF THE REVENUES 
DERIVED FROM THE COLLECTION OF RATES AND CHARGES; 
PROHIBITING UNAUTHORIZED CONNECTIONS TO SAID SYSTEM; 
AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF; AND 
REPEALING EXISTING ORDINANCE. 

Section 2. The following words are added as a new paragraph at the end of 
Section 1 of the Water and Sewer Ordinance, Ordinance No. WS 10-12-65, as 
amended. 

DEPARTMENT. The term “Department” shall mean the Water and 
Sewer Department of the Township of Van Buren, Wayne County, Michigan 
Section 3. Sections 5, 7, 9, 11. and 12 of the Water and Sewer Ordinance, 
Ordinance No. WS 10-12-65, as amended, are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 5. Billing and Enforcement. 

From and after the date of adoption of this Ordinance, as amended, the 
rates and charges for the service and benefits provided by the combined 
system shall be as prescribed by resolution of the Township Board. 
Whenever two or more units are served by a single water meter, the 
minimum quarterly water consumption and debt service rates, and the 
corresponding minimum portion of the sewer rate, for such units shall be 
computed by multiplying the minimum water and sewer consumption and 
debt service rate for a single unit by the total number of such units “Unit” 
shall mean (1) a single-family residential dwelling, (2) an individual 
apartment, townhouse, or other similar enclosure intended for single-family 
residential occupancy, located in an apartment house, condominium unit or 
other similar multiple-dwelling building, (3) a mobile home, whether or not 
located in a mobile home park, and (4) any other structure or part thereof 
used or intended for single-family residential occupancy, provided, 
however, that individual rooms or units in a hotel, motel, or other structure 
intended for temporary occupancy shall not be deemed to be “units. ” 

Bills for water and sewage disposal shall be billed quarterly on a single 
statement showing separately water rates and sewer rates; bills for 
premises using more than 20,000 gallons of water per quarter, or premises 
having special rates, may be billed monthly at proportionate rates if the 
Township Board so directs. All bills shall be payable on or before due date 
without discount 

Section 7. Establishment of Funds and Order of Priority of Deposits 

7.1 All of the proceeds of the collection of all taxes levied in order to meet 
the Township's various obligations pursuant to contracts under which the 
parts of the System have been constructed shall be deposited into the Fund 
entitled “Contracts Payment Fund” which is hereby established for the 
purpose of making payments on said contracts. 

7.2 All of the revenues from the System shall first be deposited into the 
“Receiving Fund” which is hereby established for that purpose, and shall be 
used and applied as set forth in paragraphs 7.3, 7.4, 7.5, and 7.6. 

7.3 The moneys in the Receiving Fund shall first be set aside in each 
quarter of operations in a separate fund designated (and hereby 
established) as the “Operation Fund” in an amount sufficient to pay the 
estimated current expenses of administration and operation of the system 
including an amount allocated to general administration and a contingency 
reserve of ten percent (10 percent). 

7.4 After the amounts provided for in paragraph 7.3 are set aside from the 
moneys remaining in the Receiving Fund, there shall next be set aside in 
each quarter of operations in a separate fund designated (and hereby 
established) as the “Reserve for Repair, Maintenance and Replacement” 
an amount equal to the total of the following : 

(a) an amount equal to one quarter of the estimated expenses of repair and 
maintenance for the current year of operations of the System , 

(b) an amount (for contingencies) equal to 2.5 percent of the actual ex- 
penses of repair and maintenance for the last year of operation of the 
System; 

(c) an amount equal to one quarter of the annual depreciation of the 
System as determined in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principals and using replacement costs, not acquisition costs as a basis; 

(d) an amount (to provide for earlier years when no depreciation was 
provided for) equal to owe half of the amount provided for in (c) hereof, 
provided that this amount shall not be set aside in any quarter after 1980 

7.5 After the amounts provided for in 7.3 and 7.4 are set aside, from the 
moneys remaining in the Receiving Fund, there shall next be set aside in 
each quarter of operations in a separate fund designated as “Contract 
Payment Reserve” an amount equal to one quarter of the total contract 
payments due in the next year, until such fund is equal to the next full year’s 
contract payments The moneys in the Contract Payment Reserve shall be 
used to make up shortages in the Contracts Payments Fund when such 
shortages shall exist. 

7.6 The balance of such funds in the Receiving Fund shall be deposited into 
the Contracts Fund 

7.7 The various funds established by this Section may be co-mingled or 
placed in one or more depository accounts, as the Township Board shall 
provide by Resolution, provided that the Treasurer of the Township shall 
maintain separate records for each such Fund. 

7.8 Moneys on hand in the Reserve for Repair, Maintenance and 
Replacement and the Contract Payment Reserve may be transferred to an 
“Emergency Construction Fund” upon order of the Township Supervisor 
whenever circumstances develop in the system requiring expenditure of 
funds on the system, provided that any moneys deposited in the Contract 
Payment Reserve pursuant to Section 9(b) may not be so traasferred 

Section 9. Moneys or securities on hand as of the date of adoption of this 
Ordinance in the System funds established by the provisions of Township 
Ordinance No WAV. 10-12-65, as amended, are hereby ordered transferred 
as follows: 

(a) All moneys or securities on hand in the Operation and Maintenance 
Fund provided for in Section 7(A) of the Ordinance No W.W 10-12-65, as 
amended, are hereby ordered transferred into the Operation Fund 

(b) All moneys or securities on hand in the Contracts Payment Fund 
provided for in Section 7(B) of the Ordinance No WAV 10-12-65 are hereby 
ordered transferred as follows: 

(1) An amount equal to the payments due to be made on contracts pur 
suant to which part of the System was constructed shall be transferred inlo 
the Contracts Payment Fund; 

(2) The balance shall be deposited into the Contracts Payment Reserve 
Bills not paid on or before the last new payment date as indicated on the 

face of the bill shall be subject to a 10 percent penalty charge Charges for 
water and sewage disposal services shall constitute a lien on the property 
served, and, in addition, shall be a personal obligation of the customer On 
August 1st of each year or as soon as possible thereafter, the Township Clerk 
shall deliver to the Supervisor a certified statement of all water and sewage 
disposal charges 60 days past due and unpaid as of the previous July 15th. 
plus a 10 percent penalty charge in addition to the 10 percent penalty charge 
provided above. The Supervisor shall place such changes on the next general 
tax roll and the same shall be collected as part of the general Township 
taxes, and, in addition, may be collected in an action against the customer 
upon the personal obligation as set forth above In addition, the Township 
shall have the right to order the termination of all water service to premises 
upon which charges for water and sewage disposal services (including 
penalties, if any ) are unpaid for more than 60 days 
Section 11 Extensions and Connections 
Section 11.1. Extension of System 

11. lia) Extension of or charges in Sewer Trunks or laterals may be 
initiated by the Board by petition of property owners Petitions for the 
construction of new Sewer Trunks or laterals shall be addressed to the 
Board upon blank forms provided for that purpose and shall be sent to the 
Water and Sewer Commission for recommendation prior to consideration by 
the Board The Board may refuse to grant, or may grant the same, and may 
prescribe the terms and conditions upon which the petition will be granted 
and may require the w ritten acceptance of such terms and conditions by the 
petitioners If the petition is granted, the Board will proceed as promptly as 
practical with the proposed work under the terms and conditions named 
The said work w ill be done at the expense of the petitioners unless otherwise 
stipulated, and any and all extensions shall be subject to the provisions of 
this Ordinance 

11.1(b) The Sewer Trunks and Laterals of said system are under the ex 
elusive control of the Towaship Board, and all persons other than agents and 
employees of the Board, are forbidden to disturb, tap. change, obstruct 
access to or interfere with them in any way 
11 l«c> Any persons, firms or corporations wishing to have the Township 


install mains shall first submit preliminary plans and specifications, 
prepared by a Civil Engineer, for such work, to the Board for approval, at 
which time, the Board shall determine the conditions for such installation. 
Section 112. Sewer Service Pipes and Supply Pipe Connections 
11.2(a) Before any connection shall be made to any Sewer Lateral, ap 
plication for same shall be made in writing to the Department by the owner 
of the premises to be served or by his or her authorized agent, and a Con- 
nection Permit secured Such applications shall be made on forms provided 
by the Department. The owner, user, and-or applicant for a Connection 
Permit by such application agrees to abide by this Ordinance and all rules 
and regulations of the Department. 

11.2(b) Only persons authorized by the Tow nship shall uncover and make 
any connections with or openings into, use, alter, or disturb any public sewer 
or appurtenance thereof and then only after first obtaining a wTitten permit 
from the Department. 

11.2(c) There shall be two (i) classes of sewer permits: (a) for residential 
and commercial service, and <ii) for service to establishments producing 
industrial wastes. In either case, the owner or his agent shall make ap- 
plication on a special form furnished by the Township The permit ap- 
plication shall be supplemented by any plans, specifications, or other in- 
formation considered pertinent by the Department Permit and inspection 
fees shall be paid to the Tow nship at the time application is filed, and shall be 
in such amounts as provided herein in the schedule of charges All Sewer 
Service Pipes must be laid with a minimum of forty-two (42) inches of cover, 
and must be inspected as follows: j 

(i) First Inspection: The Inspector must be on the job before the riser is 
exposed 

(ii) Second Inspection: The inspector must inspect both ends of the pipe 
and the depth before blackfill 

Said inspections shall be made upon request during business hours with 24 
hours notice. 

11 2(d) All costs and expense incident to the installation and connection of

11 2(f) Old Sewer Service Pipes may be used in connection with new 
buildings only when, on examination and test by the Department, they are 
found to meet all requirements of this Ordinance 
11.2(g) The Sewer Service Pipes shall be cast iron, or equal if approved by 
the Engineer, soil pipe ASTM A74. vitrified clay sewer pipe ASTM C-200, or 
PVC pipe as provided in the Township Plumbing Code, except that in filled 
or unstable ground the pipe shall be extra heavy cast iron 
1 1 2( h > The size of the Sewer Service Pipes shall not be less than six inches 
(6”) unless cast iron, or PVC pipe as provided in the Township Plumbing 
Code, is used in which case four inch (4”) may be used. The slope shall not be 
less than one-eighth inch <‘h”) per lineal foot 
1 1 2( i ) Whenever possible, the Sewer Service Pipes shall be brought to the 
building at an elevation below the basement floor. No Sewer Service Pipes 
shall be laid parallel to and within three (3) feet of any bearing wall, which 
might thereby be weakened The depth shall be sufficient to afford protec- 
tion from frost, but in no event shall the depth be less than 42 inches for new 
installation The Sewer Service Pipes shall be laid at uniform grade and in 
straight insofar as passible.

11.2(k) All excavations which are made for the installation of sewers shall 
be done in complete conformance with the requ rements and standards of 
Township Ordinances and other applicable rules and regulations. Pipe 
laying and backfill shall be performed in accordance with the applicable 
provisions of ASTM designated C-12, except that no backfill shall be placed 
until the w ork has been inspected and approved by the Tow nship 
11.2(1) All joints shall be tight. Joints for cast iron pipe shall be made with 
oakum or hemp and filled not less than one inch (1”) deep with lead meeting 
Federal Specifications (QQ-L-156), or they shall be sealed with a neoprene 
gasket of a type approved by the Township Paint, varnish and putty shall 
not be permitted on the jointing material until after testing.

Type 2 connections shall be used 
II 3(0 When new sanitary sewers are constructed, Type 1 connections may 
be made in cases where the connections to the lot line is made during con 
struction and before backfilling of the sanitary main sewer trench Type 2 
connections shall Ik* made in all cases where house services are installed 
subsequent to construction and backfilling 

Section 11 4 Extension of Water System 

11 4»a» Extension of or changes in water mains may be initiated by the 
Board or by petition from property owners. Petitions for the construction of 
new mains shall be addressed to the Board upon blank forms provided for 
that purpose and shall t>e sent to the Water and Sewer Commission for 
recommendation prior to consideration by the Board The Board may refuse 
to grant, or may grant the same, and may prescribe the terms and con 
dit ions upon which the petition will be granted and may require the written 
acceptance of such terms and conditions by the petitioners If the petition be 
granted the Board will proceed as promptly as practical with the proposed

Section 115 Water Service Lead and Water Service Pipe Connections 
11.5(a) Before any connection shall be made to any Water Main, ap- 
plication for same shall be made in writing to the Department by the owner 
of the premises to be served, or by hfe or her authorized agent, and a con- 
nection permit secured. Such applications shall be made on forms provided 
by the Department. The owner, user, and-or applicant for a connection 
permit by such application impliedly agrees to abide by this ordinance and 
all rules and regulations of the Department in all respects. 

11.5(b) All service pipes shall be of Type “k” copper or PVC pipe as 
provided in the Township Plumbing Code of size and quality as approved by 
the Department All fittings and connections, underground, shall be ap- 
proved by the Department 

11.5(c) Water shall be taken and used only through Water Service Pipes 
under the supervision of the Department and no connection through w r hich 
water may pass from one property or premises to another shall be permitted 
even though the ownership of both properties or premises may be the same. 

11.5(d) Excessive or unnecessary use or waste of water, whether caused 
by carelessness or by defective or leaky plumbing or fixtures, is strictly 
prohibited. For disregard of, or repeated violation of this requirement, the 
water may be turned off by the Department 
11.5(e) Water Service Pipes shall be the responsibility of persons 
authorized by the Tow'nship. and all the fixtures and attachments put in on 
the premises in connection therewith, must conform to the character, design 
and quality of the laws of the State of Michigan and the BOCA Code as 
adopted by the Van Buren Township Board by Ordinance No. 5-13-75. as may 
be amended from time to time. y 

11.5(f) All Water Service Pipes must be laid with a minimum of five (5> 
feet of cover 

11.5(g) All Water Service Pipes must be inspected after installation but 
prior to backfilling Inspections will be made upon request during business 
hours with 24 hours notice. 

11.5(h) No new connection will be made until written approval by the in- 
spector is given to the Department 

11.5(i) Water meters must be provided for each new dwelling unit and 
shall be located in a frost free room and may not be located in a crawl space, 
provided that upon payment of the Pit Inspection Fee and receipt of written 
approval of the Department, meters may be installed in frost free pits which 
meet requirements set forth by the Department Final approval will be 
given only after inspection of the completed installation 
11. 5( j) A separate gate valve the same size as the meter connections shall 
be placed on the Water Service Pipe on both sides of the meter Such valves 
shall be equal in quality to the service cock 
U.5(k) No Water Lead of less than three-fourths inch diameter will be 
permitted 

11.5(1) Applicants for unmetered water usage during construction periods 
shall pay a flat rate for water usage as determined by the Department. Said 
fee for construction water shall entitle the applicant to water for con- 
struction purposes for a period of not more than two months. Where w r ater is 
provided, without a meter, for construction of a building, any wasting of 
water, whether caused by carelessness or by defective fixtures is strictly 
prohibited. For violation of this requirement, the water shall be turned off by 
the Department, and additional charges shall be levied by the Department 
as appear necessary' based on water usage. 

11.5(m) No Water Service Lead shall be installed when the Water Service 
Pipe is in line w’ith a driveway, tree, fire hydrant, catch basin or other ob- 
struction. Before installing such lead, the location must be approved by the 
Department. 

ll.5(n) All Water Leads from the Water Main to the lot line shallbe put in 
only by the Department or contractors approved by the Department 
11.5(o) The Water Service Pipe from the property line to the premises 
shall be considered private plumbing and be maintained by the ow ner of the 
premises Failure to keep Water Service Pipes in good repair will result in 
discontinuance of service. 

11.5(p) No person shall interfere in any way with the Water Service Lead 
No person is permitted to turn water on or off at the curb cock except for the 
purpose of testing his work, in which case the curb cock shall be left in the 
same condition and position as he found it. 

11 5(q) All Township water used on any premises where a meter is in- 
stalled must pass through the meter 

Section 12. Use of System 
Section 12.1. Use of Public Sewers. 

12.1(a) No person shall discharge, or cause to be discharged, any storm 
water, surface water, ground water, roof runoff, or subsurface drainage, to 
any sanitary sewer No footing drains shall be connected to sanitary sewers. 
All footing drain water shall be discharged to storm sewers or dry wells. 

12.1(b) Storm water and all other unpolluted drainage shall be discharged 
to a natural outlet approved by the Department, the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources, and-or other interested governmental agencies, 
where available 

12 1(c) No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged any of the 
following described waters or wastes to any public sewers 

(i) Any gasoline, benzene, naphtha, fuel oil, or other flammable or ex- 
plosive liquid, solid or gas. 

(ii) Anv waters or wastes containing toxic or poisonous solids, liquids, or 
gases in sufficient quantity, either singly or by interaction with other wastes, 
to injure or interfere with any sewage treatment process, constitute a 
hazard to humans or animals, create a public nuisance, or create any hazard 
in the receiving waters of the sewage treatment plant, including but not 
limited to cyanides in excess of one (1) mg-1 as CN in the wastes as 
discharged to the public sewer 

(iii) Any waters of wastes having a pH lower than 5 5 or having any other 
corrosive property capable of causing damage or hazard to structures, 
equipment, and personnel of the sewage works 

<iv) Solid or viscous substances in quantities or of such size capable of 
causing obstruction to the flow in sewers, or other interference with the 
proper operation of the sew'age works such as, but not limited to. ashes, 
cinders, sand, mud, straw, shavings, metal, glass, rugs, feathers, tar, 
plastics, wood, unground garbage, whole blood, paunch manure, hair and 
fleshings, entrails and paper dishes, cups, milk containers, etc., either whole 
or ground by garbage grinders 

12 ud) No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged the following 
described substances, materials, waters, or wastes if it appears likely in the 
opinion of the Department that such wastes can harm either the sewers, 
sewage treatment process, or equipment, have an adverse effect on the 
receiving stream, or can otherw ise endanger life. limb, public property, or 
constitute a nuisance. In forming an opinion as to the acceptability of these 
wastes, the Department will give consideration to such factors as the 
quantities of subject wastes in relation to flows and velocities in the sewers, 
materials of construction of the sewers, nature of the sewage treatment 
process, capacity of the sewage treatment plant, degree of treatability of 
wastes in the sewage treatment plant, and other pertinent factors The 
substances prohibited are: 

( i ) Any liquid or vapor having a temperature higher than one hundred fifty 
1150 degrees) F (65 degrees C» 

hi) Any water or waste containing fats. wax. grease, or oils, svhether 
emulsified or not. in excess of one hundred ( 100 > mg-1 or containing sub- 
stances which may solidify or become viscous at temperatures between 
thirty-two (32) and one hundred fifty ( 150) degrees Fahrenheit (0 degrees to 
65 degrees C > . 

mi) Any garbage that has not been properly shredded The installation 
and operation of any garbage grinder equipped with a motor of three-fourths 
(»i) horsepower or greater shall be subject to the review and approval of the 
Department 

< iv » Any waters or wastes containing strong acid iron pickling wastes, or 
concentrated plating solutions whether neutralized or not 
(v) Any waters or wastes containing iron, chromium, copper, zinc, and 
similar objectionable or toxic substances; or wastes exerting an excessive 
chlorine requirement, to such degree that any such material received in the 
composite sewage at the sewage treatment works exceeds the limits 
established by the Department for such materials 
ivi) Any waters or wastes containing phenols or other taste or odor 
producing substances, in such concentrations exceeding limits which may 
be established by the Department as necessary, after treatment of the 
composite sewage, to meet the requirements of the State, Federal, or other 
public agencies of jurisdiction for such discharges to the receiving waters

(vii) Any radioactive wastes or isotopes of such half-life or concentration 
as may exceed limits established by the Department in compliance with 
applicable State or Federal regulations. 

( viii ) Any waters or wastes having a pH in excess of 9.5. 

(ix) Materials which exert or cause: 

1. Unusual concentrations of inert suspended solid s such as, but not limited 
to, Fullers earth, lime slurries, and lime residues, or of dissolved solids such 
as, but not limited to, sodium chloride and sodium sulfate. 

2. Excessive discoloration such as, but not limited to, dye wastes and 
vegetable tanning solutions. 

3. Unusual BOD, chemical oxygen demand, or chlorine requirements in 
such quantities as to constitute a significant load on the sewage treatment 
works. 

4. Unusual volume of flow or concentration of wastes constituting “slugs” 
as defined herein. 

(x) Waters or wastes containing substances which are not amenable to 
treatment or reduction by the sewage treatment processes employed, or are 
amenable to treatment only to such degree that the sewage treatment plant 
effluent cannot meet the requirements of other agencies having jurisdiction 
over discharge to the receiving waters. 

12.1(e) Any person, firm or corporation whose operations entail the 
discharge of wastes containing toxic, poisonous or objectionable substances 
shall file with the Department, a written statement setting forth the nature 
of the operation contemplated or currently being carried on, the amount of 
water required to be Used and its source, the proposed point of discharged 
said waste into the sewage system, the maximum amount to be discharged 
per second, and a fair statement setting forth the expected bacterial, 
physical, chemical or other known characteristics of the wastes. Within 
thirty (30) days of receipt of said statement, the Department shall make an 
Order of Determination setting forth the maximum limits, if any, for such 
wastes. 

12.1(f) Any Order of Determination issued by the Department may be 
reviewed annually, and the maximums set forth therein adjusted to com- 
pensate for increased flows in the entire sewer system, or increased con- 
tribution of toxic, poisonous or objectionable substances by other users of the 
sewer system. It shall be the duty of the Department to apportion to each 
industry its fair shares of toxic waste discharge in such manner that the 
combined waste of all users will not endanger the sewage system or treat- 
ment processes. 

12.1(g) Any Order of Determination issued in pursuance of this Ordinance 
shall be considered a part of this Ordinance for the specific industrial user or 
other establishment involved, and shall be enforceable in the same manner 
as this Ordinance. 

12.1(h) The Department may discontinue sewer service to an industrial 
user violating the terms of an Order of Determination until such time as the 
industry shall conform to the provisions of said Order of Determination 
12. 1 ( i ) Where the wastes from an industrial user exceed the limits set forth 
in the Department Order of Determination, said user may be required, as a 
condition precedent to its continued right to use the public sewer, to con- 
struct necessary pretreatment facilities to keep wastes discharged to the 
public sewers within the ordered limits. 

12 K j) Grease, oil and sand interceptors shall be provided as follows: 

(i) Grease, oil and sand interceptors shall be provided when, in the opinion 
of the Department, they are necessary for ’the proper handling of liquid 
wastes containing grease in excessive amounts, or any flammable wastes, 
sand and other harmful ingredients; except that such interceptors shall not 
be required for private living quarters or dwelling units. All interceptors 
shall be of a type and capacity approved by the Department and shall be 
located so as to be readily accessible for cleaning and inspection. 

(ii) Grease and oil interceptors shall be constructed of impervious 
materials capable of withstanding abrupt and extreme changes in tem- 
perature. They shall be of substantial construction, water-tight, and 
equipped with easily removable covers which, when bolted in place, shall be 
gas-tight and water-tight. 

(iii) Where installed, all grease, oil and sand interceptors shall be 
maintained by the owner, at his expense, in continuously efficient operation 
at all times. 

12.1 (k) Where preliminary treatment facilities are provided for any 
waters or wastes, they shall be maintained continuously in satisfactory and 
effective operation by the owner at his expense. Plans, specifications and 
any other pertinent information relating to proposed preliminary treatment 
facilities, or additions to, or expansion of existing treatment facilities, shall 
be submitted for the approval of the Department, and of any other interested 
regulatory agency. No construction of such facilities shall be commenced 
until such approval is obtained in writing. 

12.1(1) When required by the Department the owner of any property 
served by a sewer carrying industrial wastes shall install a suitable control 
manhole in the sewer to facilitate observation, sampling and measurement 
of the wastes. Such manhole, when required, shall be located in a safe and 
accessible position and shall be constructed in accordance with plans ap- 
proved by the Department. The manhole shall be installed by the owner at 
his expense and shall be maintained by him so it is in a safe and accessible 
position at all times. 

12. l(m) If a municipal water supply is available, all sewer customers shall 
either have approved meters on all water intakes which are the source of 
wastes ultimately discharged to the sanitary sewer system, or shall meter 
the liquid wastes in a manner acceptable to governing body and the 
Department. 

Section 12.2. Use of Water. 

12.2(a) No person shall take or use water from premises not owned or 
possessed by him. 

12.2(b) Where a building, originally built as a single building or premises 
and fitted with one Water Service Pipe, but capable of being divided by sale 
or otherwise, has been or may be hereafter subdivided and each subdivision 
shall be separately owned, the separate division or divisions so made must 
b# connected to the main by separate service pipes within thirty (30) days 
after such division. 

12.2(c) Where the water has been turned off by the authorized agent of the 
Board for any reason, only such an Authorized Agent shall turn it on again 
When this rule is violated the water may be turned off at the curb cock in 
which case the owner or occupant shall, before it is again turned on pay in 
advance the charges made by the Board for turning the water off and tur- 
ning it on again. 

12.2(d) No person or persons shall obstruct or interfere in any way with 
any curb cock, valve or fixture connected with the System by* placing or 
permitting any building materials, rubbish, soil, shrubbery, flowers or other 
materials as hindrances to easy and free access thereto. 


12.2(e) All cross connections, between any type of water supply and 
municipal water supply are strictly prohibited. In the event a cross con- 
nection is discovered the water will be turned off at the curb cock until the 
cross connection is severed. No direct connection of any type to a sewer or 
any body of water shall be allowed. 

Section 12.3. Fire Hydrants. 

12.3(a) Fire hydrants are provided for the use of the Department and the 
Fire Department of the Township or by such persons as may be specially 
authorized by the Department. 

12.3( b) The Department must approve the type, size of openings, and types 
of nozzle thread on all hydrants installed on private property serviced by 
Township water. 

12.3(c) No person, firm or corporation shall in any manner obstruct or 
prevent free access to, or place or store temporarily or otherwise any object 
material, snow, debris, automobile, or structure of any kind within a 
distance of twenty (20) feet of any hydrant. Any such obstruction when 
discovered may be removed at once by the Board at the expense of the 
person, firm or corporation responsible for the obstruction. 

12.3(d) Where pipes are provided for fire protection in any premises or 
where hose connections for fire apparatus are provided on any pipe, each 
connection or opening on said pipes shall have not less than twenty-five feet 
of firehose constantly attached thereto, and no water shall be taken or used 
through such openings or hose for any purpose other than for extinguishing 
fires, except for the purpose of testing said fire equipment. In such case the 
test must be conducted under a special permit and under the supervision of 
the Department. 

Section 12.4. Water Meters.

Don Haney is never lost for words. 

But, last Thursday, during the 
annual Wayne Wolfpack Wrestling 
Banquet, the veteran Wayne High 
wrestling coach was left speechless 
for a moment. 

What triggered the incident was a 
parade of unexpected guests including 
Don’s mother, Mrs. James Haney ol 
Latana, Florida, his sister, Peggy 
Shearer of Canada, his oldest brother 
Pat Haney, of Cannonsburg, Penn, 
and former University of Michigan 
wrestling coach, Cliff Keen. 

“I was shocked to say the least,” 
said Haney who led Wayne Memorial 
to its first Class A state wTestling 
championship a year ago and earned 
Coach of the Year honors in Michigan 
for his accomplishment. “I really was 
caught off balance. I didn’t suspect 
anything. 

“However, I want to thank all of 
those who made it possible for my 
loved ones to share the evening with 
me,” Haney continued. “We’re a 
closely-knit family and I really ap- 
preciated it” 

Don’s sister, Annabella Severine of 
Cannonsburg and younger brother, 
Bob, of Arizona weren’t able to make 
the trip to Wayne. 

Haney pointed out the last time the 
family got together it was on a sad- 
dened occasion. Don’s father, James, 
who was the Cannonsburg Chief of 
Police, passed away last year. 

The plan to have Haney’s family 
join him at the awards’ banquet was 
made possible by the wrestling 
boosters, according to president Bob 
Tracy. 

“Last year we paid tribute to the 
boys who won the state cham- 
pionship,” said Tracy, “this year we 
felt the night belonged to the coach.” 

And it did. 

There were numerous citations, 
including a “Key to the City of 


Wayne,” and Wayne Council citation 
presented to Coach Haney by Wayne 
Mayor Paul Lada. 

The Borough of Cannonsburg, 
where the Haneys settled and were 
raided, also named Don as an “Out- 
standing Citizen” and citations were 
presented to him by the boards of 
education of Cannonsburg and the 
Wayne- Westland Community School 
districts. 

William Faust, state senator from 
the 13th district, introduced a bill that 


would cite Haney as “a distinguished 
citizen.” 

Don also has earned a niche in 
Washington County (Penn.) Hall of 
Fame. His credentials include: four- 
time Western-Penna-Interscholastic 
Athletic wrestling champ; National 
AMA champ; two-time Pennsylvania 
state champ, named to prep All- 
American; winner of the Wilkes

BOCA RATON. Fla — For Ron 
Aleks, the wait figures to have been 
worth it. 

The prematurely gray, 33-year-old 
*74 Michigan PGA Section champion 
has been named Golf Director and 
head professional for Arvida Cor- 
poration’s eleborate Boca West 
development in this “millionaire 
city’s” west suburbs. 

It is the first head assignment for 
the Westland (Mich.) native who 
turned pro in 1962 with Dub Pagan at 
West Palm Beach. 

But he has “paid his dies” over a 
dozen subsequent seasons with 
tenures at some of the most 
prestigious country clubs in America 
and a playing career that includes two 
years on the professional tour and 
frequent top performances in sec- 
tional events. 

Like all professionals who have 
apprenticed and been assistants for 
lengthy tenures, the first head 
assignment has aD the usual extra 
special meanings for him. Aleks says. 

However, getting it with Boca West 
is really something super extra 
special. 

“This is a big place, a growing place 
and it offers more thap the usual 
challenges,” he said. 

Boca West already has three golf 
courses - including the all-new Hagge 
and Bruce Devlin and opened only late 
last October. 

Still on the drawing boards are a 
fourth course and a completely new 
golf-center club house and pro shop 
which will enable a separation of 
current facilities for an equally fast 
growing tennis and social facility. 

The entire development is part of a 
1,400 acre complex on which only the 
first several hundred of what will be 
several thousand residential home 
sites and apartments have been built. 

“This operation is so big and so good 
that I have already ran into a half- 
dozen or more members I had known 
at other clubs in Michigan and New 
York,” Aleks said. 

“It is such an enticing development 
that I wouldn't be surprised if we run 
into quite a few more in the years 
ahead. A lot of quality people are still 
looking for just the right Florida 
location. I think this is it” 

After launching his career as a 
playing and working professional with 
Pagan in 1962, Aleks was an assistant 
with Pete Cooper at Palm Beach 
National, Bob Hayes at North Palm 
Beach, Bob Tuthill at Grossinger’s in 
Liberty, N.Y. and Den Soper at Royal 
Oak (Mich.) CC before taking a two- 
year shot at the tour. 

Aleks calls his tour earnings “less 
than modest,” but says the ex- 
perience, although wonderful and 
something he is glad he did, helped 
make up his mind what he wanted: 
A head professional’s job with a top 


Belleville swimmers set 3 
state AAU relav records 


Propelled by record-setting per- 
formances from their 200-yard 
medley relay, the 880-yard freestyle 
relay teams and an outstanding in- 
dividual effort by Russ Bearance, 
Belleville’s Tigers finished eighth in a 
field of 46 AAU swimming teams held 
at Royal Oak. 

Bearance set a state record in 
winning the 100-yard butterfly in a 
fast 56.66 performance. He went on to 
take three second place medals; the 
50-yard freestyle (23.67), 100-yard 
freestyle (51.66) and the 100-yard 
backstroske ( 58.63). 

Bearance also placed third in the 
200-yard individual medley (2:12.25), 
200-yard backstroke (2:12.05), and the 
200-yard freestyle (1:54.68). 

The Tigers were clocked in the sixth 
best time in the nation for the 800-yard 
freestyle relay when Coach John 
Stosick sent his 13-14 year olds Mike 
Stoelton, Ward Tomich, Joe Thomas 
and Bearance irtto the waters. The 
foursome responded with a record- 
setting 7:45.49, the best time in the 
state for that age group. 

Belleville also placed first in the 200- 
yard relay thanks toTomich, Thomas, 
Stoelton and Bearance who were 
clocked in a 1:48.75. 

The 200-yard freestyle relay team of 
Stoelton, Thomas, Tomich and 
Berance finished second, four seconds 
off of the state record. The second- 
place time was a 1:36.08. 

Tomich also enjoyed an excellent 
day. He placed second in the 200-yard 
freestyle ( l :54.34) and earned a third 


place trophy with a 5:11.55 finish for 
the 500-yard freestyle. He came back 
to place fourth in both the 100-yard 
backstroke (1:00.33) and 200-yard 
backstroke (2:12.70), then placed fifth 
for the 1650-yard freestyle (18:14.76) 
and sixth in the 100-yard freestyle 
(53.48). 

Thomas earned a fifth in the 200- 
yard breaststroke (2:29.98) and 
picked up three eighth places: 1650- 
yard freestyle (18:49.17), 100-yard 
breaststroke (1:09.77) and 500-yard 
freestyle (5:14.27) while placing 11th 
in the 200-yard freestyle (1:56.12). 

Stoelton wound up ninth in the 100- 
yard freestyle (54.30) and tenth in the 
50-yard freestyle (24.72). 

Tim Whittico accounted for a 10th 
place in the 100-yard backstroke 
(1:03.40). The over -all team cham- 
pionship was awarded to host Royal 
Oak which compiled a total of 658 
points. Belleville’s eighth place finish 
- best ever for the Tigers - was 
awarded by virtue of 348 points.

Upwards of 1,300 harness horses 
began their spring migration into 
Wolverine Raceway Monday as the 
big mile track in Livonia pulls to 
within one week of its 1976 opener.
